GREENWICH Council is planning a 
multi-million pound investment to make 
sure there are enough school places in 
the future for the growing number of 
children in the borough. 

Councillors have backed plans that 
would see a total of £47.5 million 
invested by 2014. Subject to local 
consultation, the decision gives the 
green light to: 

• £27.8 million invested to increase 
capacity at eight primary schools 

• £12.64 million to rebuild Willowdene 
special school in Plumstead, and 

• £3.447 million for high-priority 
planned maintenance. 

Past planning has ensured there are 
currently adequate places but the 
decision means the council will be able 
to meet the demands from a growing 
local population in the future. The plans 
are based on estimates that Greenwich 
will need an extra 17 forms of entry by 
2014 in order to keep pace. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for Children and Young 
People, told GT: “Greenwich Council is 
committed to ensuring that parents are 
able to send their children to the school 
of their choice, and we are increasing 
the number of school places available to 
meet the expected level of demand. 

“The investment proposals approved in 
principle by the council last week are 
part of a continuing process to ensure 
that we provide the right number of

Col Ed Brockman 
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Council leader cites culture in 2012 


THE benefits of hosting the 
Olympics and becoming a 
Royal Borough will be seen 
in real business growth 
and in the creation of 
new jobs, predicts council 
leader Chris Roberts. 
Speaking at last week’s 
inauguration ceremony for 
new Mayor Jim Gillman, 
Cllr Roberts said, ‘There 
are some who question the 
value of supporting culture 
and the arts in such 
difficult times. 

“Some believe we should 
not spend money on 
restoring the Cutty Sark, 


for instance. “But nine 
million people come to The 
02 each year, and a similar 
number visit historic 
Greenwich. 

“Tourism is the one 
industry we can affect 
directly, and by working 
with tourism attractions 
like the Old Royal Naval 
College, the National 
Maritime Museum and The 
02, we can provide more 
reasons to make Greenwich 
the destination of choice 
for more people. 

“In the process this 
attracts more spending and 


creates more jobs.” 

Cllr Roberts outlined some 
of the changes that will 
take place in the coming 
year. As well as welcoming 
millions of visitors for the 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games, the borough - 
Royal Borough from next 
year - will see the opening 
of an expanded library as 
part of the new Woolwich 
Centre. 

There are also plans to 
build an open air heated 
lido at Hornfair Park in 
Charlton while the Cutty 
Sark is set to reopen. 


“It is important to remain 
optimistic and not permit 
the recession to hold us 
back,” he said. However, he 
added, “One of the greatest 
challenges is in the area of 
affordable family housing, 
and I call on our housing 
association partners to 
support the Council in 
finding solutions that help 
ensure local people aren’t 
left homeless.” 

He added that Greenwich 
has also reaffirmed its 
commitment to affordable 
housing and security of 
tenure.

GREENWICH has a new 
Mayor. He is Cllr Jim 
Gillman, who was officially 
installed in a ceremony 
last Wednesday (May 25) 
at the Old Royal Naval 
College’s Painted Hall. 

He takes the role for the 
second time, having been 
Mayor in 1985/6, and succeeds 
outgoing Mayor Cllr Barbara 
Barwick. Cllr Gillman’s 
wife Janet, also a borough 
councillor, will accompany 
him on his official duties as 
the Mayoress of Greenwich. 

Cllr David Grant will serve 
as the new Deputy Mayor of 
Greenwich, with his wife Ann 
taking on the role of Deputy 
Mayoress. 

Speaking at the official 
inauguration, Cllr Gillman 
said: “It is with considerable 
pleasure and pride that 
I accept the position of 
Mayor of Greenwich for the 
forthcoming municipal year. 
Greenwich has been my home 
for the last 70 years and is the 
place where I met my wife 
Janet and where my children 
and grandchildren live. It 
has changed immeasurably 
during that time but has 
still managed to maintain 
its wonderful heritage while 
delivering plans to ensure 
a future which is just as 
memorable as its past. I look 


forward to a very exciting year 
ahead.” 

Born in Stepney, East 
London, in 1936, Cllr Gillman 
moved to Greenwich aged 
five and was educated in the 
borough. He attended Calvert 
Road Primary School in 
Greenwich before completing 
his secondary education at 
Charlton Central Boys’ School. 

After completing two years 
National Service in the Royal 
Corps of Signals serving in 
Germany, Cllr Gillman became 
a member of the Labour Party 
in 1964 and was elected to 


Greenwich Council in 1974, a 
role he kept until 2002 before 
being re-elected in 2010 to 
represent the Kidbrooke and 
Hornfair Ward. 

The new Mayor’s chosen 
Mayoral charity for the coming 
year is the Greenwich and 
Bexley Community Hospice. 
He said: “The hospice recently 
celebrated its 25th anniversary 
and has done so much for people 
and families in Greenwich. I 
will do my utmost during my 
year as Mayor to raise as much 
money as possible to assist its 
work.” 


As well as decades of service 
to local government, Cllr 
Gillman enjoyed a long career 
in the newspaper industry 
working in the circulation 
departments of several 
national newspapers, including 
29 years spent working for the 
Daily Mirror, Sunday Mirror 
and The People, before he 
retired. He has also been a 
school governor of Charlton 
Manor School for 41 years and 
for ten years at Shooters Hill 
Post-16 Campus.

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Children’s 
Centre mums 
create tapestry 
for Olympic 
cultural display

GREENWICH mayor Barbara 
Barwick signed off her year in office 
with a visit to Brookhill nursery to 
unveil a piece of unusual artwork. 

Ten creative mums at the pre-school on 
Brookhill Road, Woolwich, had made a 
one-metre square of tapestry which will 
slot into place as part of a giant display to 
celebrate the River Thames. The artwork 
is part of Greenwich’s cultural Olympiad, 
and got its first public airing on May 24. 

New mum Karen Heisel told GT: “The 
piece is a snapshot of the Thames, 
Woolwich, Greenwich, Canary Wharf 
- and most importantly, the Brookhill 
Children’s Centre. It encouraged mothers 
to meet weekly and chat, and the 
conversation quickly sparked creativity!” 

Karen added: “What started as 
something to do while I was on maternity 
leave has become a more integral part of 
my life.” 

The tapestry was funded by the Thames 
Heritage Trust. Lizzie Owen from 
Millennium Tapestry Ltd came up with 
the idea for the artwork to celebrate the 
Games coming to London, after similar 
pieces had been displayed at the Sydney 
Olympics and the Commonwealth Games 
in Manchester. 

She said: “This piece is telling the 
story of the Thames from its source in 
Gloucestershire right down to where it 
reaches the sea in Southend. 

“Over 200 schools and children’s centres 
have taken part creating a metre each - 
it’s important for children to be involved 



in something tangible around the time of 
the Olympics.” 

So far some 60,000 pupils along the 
length of the Thames have taken part 
in the project, and there is still room for 
more. 

“There are still places for Greenwich 
schools to make their own tapestry and 
well done to Brookhill for taking part in 
this historic project,” Lizzie said. 

The Mayor said: “What I love about 
the piece is all the different textures 
and techniques used - there’s sewing, 
knitting, and different fabrics.” 

She added: “My time as mayor has been 
wonderful, really brilliant.”

places in those parts of the borough 
where we expect levels of demand 
to increase the most. The growth in 
demand for school places is part of 
a London-wide trend resulting from 
population changes 
“Our planning in the past has helped 
ensure that there have been adequate 
places for all those applying for them.” 
All the proposed building schemes 
will depend on consultation and more 
detailed plans and cost estimates being 
agreed. 

The increased demand for school places 
is a result of the rising birth rate, more 
homes being built, and the growing 
demand for places in several of the 
borough’s consistently high-performing 
schools. The council has also worked 
closely with the Army to ensure 
there are adequate school places for 
children as the borough welcomes two 
prestigious army regiments and their 
families to the borough. 


THE council invested £6.5 million in 
new and improved school buildings 
during the last financial year. It 
meant: 

• An extension to Boxgrove School, 
Abbey Wood, so it could expand from 
a one-and-a-half form entry to a two- 
form entry 

• Rebuilding St Mary Magdalene 
School, Woolwich, enabling it to 
double its admission capacity from 210 
to 420 children. 

• A new early years centre at 
Rockcliffe Manor primary and a new 
nursery at Morden Mount primary 
The first schemes in the 2011/12 
programme will increase capacity 

at Heronsgate Primary School, 
Thamesmead; Foxfield Primary 
School, Plumstead; Hawksmoor 
Primary School, Thamesmead, and 
Alexander McLeod Primary School, 
Abbey Wood.

GREENWICH Council has 
launched a new Catering 
and Hospitality Skills Cen- 
tre in the borough - to open 
doors to jobs for local peo- 
ple in what promises to be 
even more of a booming in- 
dustry in the area. 

The first training initiative to 
be run from the facility - based 
in the Charlton Athletic Foot- 
ball Club professional kitch- 
ens - is a high-profile appren- 
ticeship scheme run by the De 
Vere Group, which operates 
the Devenport Hotel in Green- 
wich. 

The De Vere Academy of Hos- 
pitality offers formal appren- 
ticeships leading to qualifica- 
tions in customer service and 
professional cookery. 

The company is working 
closely with Greenwich 
Council and other local 
partners to train young local 
people and give them the right 
skills and qualifications to 
work in the booming tourist 
industry.

them into work. 

“We welcome the opportunity 
to work closely with De Vere, 
not least because we share 
the common goal that skills 
and training programmes 
should truly open doors for 
participants. 

“Greenwich Local Labour 
and Business (GLLAB), the 
agency the council supports 
to help local people access 
and training and jobs, is 
working closely with De Vere 
to recruit local apprentices to 
the academy. We look forward 
to seeing them graduate with 
a bright future at an exciting 
time - hospitality and catering 
are crucial elements of tourism 
in Greenwich.” 

Guests at the opening 
included VIPs from partner 
organisations the National 
Apprentice Service, Charlton 
Athletic FC, the Greenwich

I’m enjoying my work 
experience in customer service 
at De Vere’s Holborn Bars in 
Chancery Lane, London.” 

Cookery apprentice Salvatore 
Gomand, 17, is doing a work 
placement at the Four Seasons 
Hotel, Canary Wharf. 

He said: “I’m lucky to work 
in the kitchen. My dream is to 
open my own Italian restaurant 
in London.” And customer 
service student Sonia Skunder, 
18, from Charlton , said: “I’m 
doing a work placement as 
a waitress in the Devonport 
House restaurant and I just 
love it. They made me feel like 
a team member straight away, 
and everyone is so helpful.” 


The De Vere Group, which has 
other academies in Manchester, 
Crewe, Milton Keynes and 
Liverpool, has set itself a goal 
to train 10,000 apprentices aged

Tax credit checks for new mums 


IF you had a baby in the last tax year, 
it’s important to check if you received 
the correct amount of tax credits. 

The Revenue will shortly be writing to 
you to check they paid you the correct 
amount last year and to ask you to 
renew your claim for this year. It will 
not be clear from your P60 if you have 
been getting Maternity Allowance (MA) 
or Statutory Maternity Pay (SMP) so it 
is important to tell the Revenue at this 
stage if you have been on maternity 
leave to ensure your tax credits are 


worked out correctly. The Low Income 
Tax Reform Group have highlighted 
that this can sometimes be missed when 
people’s claims are finalised, creating 
mistaken overpayments. So make sure 
you don’t miss out.If you are pregnant 
or have had a baby, you may be able 
to claim a range of other benefits 
depending on your circumstances. 

Many people (particularly people in 
work) miss out on extra weekly income 
because they do not know they can 
claim.

Two Greenwich schools among top 12 for English

TWO Greenwich schools 
have been declared 
“outstanding” for the way 
in which they teach English. 

The accolade comes from 
the schools’ watchdog Ofsted, 
who named St Paul’s Academy 
in Abbey Wood and Crown 
Woods College, Eltham, in a 
new report called “Excellence 
in English: What we can learn 
from 12 outstanding schools.” 

Of St Paul’s, Ofsted said: 
“Strong relationships are at 
the heart of success, supported 
by innovative teaching 
and a range of stimulating 
enrichment activities. Boys 
respond well to lessons, 
including poetry, speaking 
openly about their feelings.” 

Pat Winston, principal at St 
Paul’s, said: “The big secret 
of our success is the quality 
of teaching from the English 
team. We have a young English 
team, and a lot of the staff 
trained with us after coming 
here as graduates. They are 
enormously talented.” 

Pupils at St Paul’s recently 
took part in a poetry 
performance project. 

Year 8 pupil Busola Olabiran 
said: “Finally getting an 
opportunity to interpret 
poems the way I want to, 
outside the classroom, in front 
of my peers was sheer bliss.” 

Year 10’s Simisola Ayanbule 
said: “I enjoyed the film 
making because we were 
given a lot of freedom and we 
were allowed to express our 
creativity”. 

The Ofsted report said a key 
feature in the success of the 
English department at Crown 
Woods was that students, as 
well as all staff contributed 


to planning English work. 
It went on: “The curriculum 
has also been constructed so 
that there are clear, shared 
priorities that directly address 
local and community needs, 
reflect the school’s growing 
diversity and tackle south- 
east London issues such as 
refugees, racism, and street 
culture.” 

Year 11 pupil Charlotte 
Byford said: “Before I came to 
Crown Woods School, I lacked 
confidence in English and did 
not enjoy writing. Through 
the enthusiasm and friendly 
guidance of my teachers I now 
feel at ease with my writing.” 

Year 9’s Sophie Stead added: 
“This year I have really liked 
the wide variety of books we 
study and through them being 
able to see how other people 
live. I have most enjoyed 
creating my own characters 
to go into the books we have 
read.” 

Alfie Fielding, who’s in 
Year 8, said: “I enjoy English 
because we read interesting 
books, but moreover because 
the books we read also teach 
us about important issues 
such as racism in the 1930s.” 

Crown Woods headteacher 
Michael Murphy told GT: “It’s 
the result of a good number 
of years of hard work, pulling 
together an increasingly 
efficient English team that 
has a total and absolute 
commitment to pupils and 
students. 

“They have worked hard at 
looking at different strategies 
to deal with different 
aptitudes and abilities in 
English, personalising lessons 
according to the different 
strengths and weaknesses of 
individuals and groups.”

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Park events works underway 


New home store 
creates 89 jobs 

A NEW store is providing 89 jobs for 
Woolwich. Wilkinson, the value home and 
garden retailer, opened the doors to its 
latest store on May 26. 

The new 23,000sq ft store, on Woolwich 
New Road, was opened by the newly elected 
Mayor of Greenwich, Councillor Jim Gillman, 
who cut the ceremonial ribbon alongside 
Floyd and Harvey, the official mascots of 
Charlton Athletic Football Club. 

The new store, is the 353rd branch of the 
value home and garden retailer on the site of 
the former Somerfield store. Store manager, 
Pervinder Bassra said: “Opening a brand 
new store in such a vibrant community 
like Woolwich is an exciting prospect for 
Wilkinson. We are proud to be creating 89 
new jobs for local people, and we hope that 
residents will join us to celebrate the launch 
of the new store this month.” 


WORK is well underway to prepare 
and protect Greenwich Park for this 
summer’s test events in the run-up to 
the 2012 London Olympics. 

The Royal park will be playing host to 
the Equestrian and Modern Pentathlon 
events next year. This July’s five days of 
test events are designed to see how the 
arenas will work out in practice, so that 
any potential snags can be ironed out 
well in advance. 

The equestrian events will be held on 
an 80 by 70 metre course in front of the 
Queen’s House. But instead of allowing 
horses to be ridden on the existing turf, 
the equestrian arena is being fitted with 
a specially-raised platform made of steel 
and timber. This will then be covered 
with sand for the horses and their riders 
to compete, avoiding potential damage to 
the ground. 

To protect residents and the park, 
LOCOG has to restrict access to certain 
areas of the park during the event set-up, 
competition and removal. This has been 
agreed as part of the planning conditions, 


but the park will be open for as long as 
possible before, during and after the test 
events in 2011 and the Games in 2012 and 
disruption will be kept to a minimum. 
Greenwich councillors paid a visit to the 
site on Thursday to see how work was 
progressing. Preparations began on May 
16 as site offices and hoardings were 
installed. Sixty temporary stables are 
being put on site for the arrival of the 
competition horses on July 1. 

Games Organiser LOCOG has arranged 
for lorries delivering materials to the 
site will go in and out of the park only 
between 10am to 4pm to avoid traffic 
disruption. 

Fencing has gone up in front of Queen’s 
House to enable the installing of some 
temporary structures and for work to 
start on building the special platform 
that the equestrian events will take place 
on. Pedestrian access to most of the park 
will remain unaffected. Lovers Walk and 
paths on the eastern side of The Avenue 
and Blackheath Avenue including One 
Tree Hill will be closed from 21 June 
and will reopen on 11 July. Great Cross 


Avenue will also be closed from 1-5 July. 
Vehicle access to The Avenue will be 
restricted from 1-11 July to protect the 
horses that will in the park during this 
time. There will be no parking from June 
1 to July 25 on Great Cross Avenue, and 
limited parking along Blackheath Avenue 
from 1-11 July. Once the test events 
are over, all parts of the park that have 
adapted for the events will be restored to 
their previous state. The reinstatement 
work is due to begin on August 1.

SERIOUS violent crime is going 
down in Greenwich according to 
figures just released by the police. 

Latest figures released by the Met Police 
show that there were 1,512 fewer crimes 
in the borough compared with last year. 
Burglaries from people’s homes went 
down by 6.4 per cent, with 123 fewer 
than 2010, and personal robberies fell 
by 1.7 per cent. Most serious violent 
crimes went down by 23.9 per cent, with 
96 fewer offences. Gun crime also went 
down by 14.6 per cent, with 15 fewer 
incidents. Motor vehicle crime fell by 5.2 
per cent, with 177 fewer crimes than the 
previous year. 

But local police who said the figures 
showed ‘considerable improvements’ 


are concerned about increases in knife 
crime and business robberies and are 
already targeting these two areas. 

Records show knife crime went up by 
16 per cent, with 62 additional crimes, 
while robberies on businesses went up 
by 67 per cent, with another 57 crimes. 

The borough’s police chief, Detective 
Chief Superintendent Richard Wood, 
said: “Reducing knife crime offences 
is a priority for the borough. We are in 
no way complacent and continue to put 
a great deal of resources into tackling 
the problem in order to keep people, in 
particular young people, safe. We are 
patrolling extensively, on the streets 
and on public transport to ensure that 
we prevent incidents of violence and 
anti social behaviour. We will continue 
to carry out weapons sweeps, use our 
intelligence and stop and search powers 
to prevent any violence. I strongly 


believe every time we recover a knife, 
we possibly save a life. 

“With regards to business robberies, 
we have a dedicated team of detectives 
investigating all incidents and have 
been working closely with our specialist 
unit, the Met Flying Squad, to ensure 
the convictions of those targeting local 
businesses.” Over the last few years 
Greenwich Council has supported local 
police by funding a specialist crime 
unit. VOCU, the pioneering Violent and 
Organised Crime Unit, was set up with 
£lm backing from the council. The unit, 
which tackles violent and organised 
crime in Greenwich, recently received 
a further £350,000 to carry on into next 
year. 

DCS Wood went on: “I have been in 
post for two years and have seen some 
considerable improvements in our 
figures. Working in partnership with 


the local council, as well as schools, 
businesses and the local community has 
played an important part in helping to 
reduce crime in our borough. 

“I can say with certainty that we will 
continue to work with the council and 
that my team of detectives and police 
staff will do their best to bring criminals 
before a court.” 

Some recent high profile successes 
include Operation Trazer which led to 
51 arrests after the borough’s Violent 
and Organised Crime Unit dismantled 
a network of drug dealers operating 
across the borough. 

Operation Granite also highlighted 
the undercover work that goes on in 
the borough, with three drug dealers 
sentenced to 29 years in prison. Officers 
also investigate other serious crimes, 
such as rogue traders targeting elderly 
and vulnerable people. 
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Mr Wood said: “There is a lot of work 
that we do that the public does not 
necessarily know about and that brings 
the criminal to justice and respite to the 
people affected. 

“Those who live and work in Greenwich 
rightly expect and deserve a good 
police service. We are focusing on the 
requirements of the public and ensuring 
that we fine tune our services to meet 
the needs of the modern and fast paced 
population we serve.” 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
environment and community safety, told 
GT: “This local authority works closely 
with the police to help ensure the borough 
is a safe place in which to live, work and 
visit. I am delighted that many areas of 
crime are now showing sharp falls. 

“Where some types of crime are on 
the increase, I wish our police officers

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office.

Day tripper 

Elkie Brooks makes a flying visit to a gig in 
Blackheath this weekend. The singer talks 
to Scene about her new album and fond 
memories of time spent with the Fab Four. 


IN 2010 Elkie 

k N Brooks celebrated 
^ J A 50 years in the 
music industry 
with the release 
of her 20th studio album and 
a nationwide tour which runs 
until the end of June. 

The singer’s early career 
saw her play alongside a pop 
group from the North West of 
England who would go on to 
world domination. 

No, not Freddie and the 
Dreamers, but Liverpool’s 
finest export, The Beatles. 

Elkie told Scene'. “I played 
with The Beatles at the 
Hammersmith Odeon in 1964. 
There were a lot of other artists 
also playing - the Yardbirds, 
Freddie and the Dreamers, 
and Jimmy Saville was the 
compere. Of course the girls 
just screamed all the way 
through our acts until the 
Beatles came on, and then they 
went absolutely crazy for them, 
so you couldn’t hear much of 
their music anyway!” 

Elkie plays at the Blackheath 
Halls this Saturday, June 4. 

“I knew the Fab Four way 
before they became very 
popular,” she added. “My 
brother was with Billy J. 
Kramer and the Dakotas, and I 


thought they were going to be 
just another band like that. 

“I did my first radio broadcast 
with them, on Talent Spot in 
1963, but they were very insular 

- like a lot groups were at that 
time.” 

Born in Salford as Elaine 
Bookbinder, Elkie changed 
her name and left home at 15 
to play jazz and blues before 
becoming established in the 
industry. 

“My repertoire covers quite 
a number of years,” she said. 
“I’ve been a recording artist 
for 30 years, and I’ve been in 
the business for 50. It’s quite a 
long time to be around and still 
enjoying it.” 

The singer’s at the venue on 
Lee Road with a selection of 
songs from her new album as 
well as the standards that made 
her name.

Young people’s 
summer sign up 



HUNDREDS of young people in Greenwich 
have signed up for Summer Uni courses. 
Over 400 teenagers have put their names 
down for the activities and courses that run 
over the summer holidays, and there is still 
plenty of time to sign up. 

Scene dropped into the Woolwich Common 
Youth Hub to find out more about what’s on 
offer. 

The youth club on Nightingale Place has 
benefitted from a refurb a year ago and will 
be running a number of the summer courses 
from the premises. 

There is an arts and crafts room, soccer 
skills hall, and a DJ room and recording 
studio. 

A music production course will be run from 
the centre, and young people who take part 
even get a valid qualification on completion 
of the sessions.

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Ink is no folly 


ALL too often the best things in 
^ K life are overlooked, invisible. 

^y|^S^Take bookshops. Those with 
the highest profile tend to be 
\/ the ones that stack bestsellers 
from floor to ceiling, slap ubiquitous “3 for 
2” stickers on everything and clad their staff 
in garish T-shirts emblazoned with slogans 
like “Ask me about books" (one wonders 
whether the back of the shirt says “...because 
I’m on commission”). The literature isn’t the 
focus, the till roll is. There’s no heart. That’s 
why Ink and Folly in Eltham is such a breath 
of fresh air. Quietly nestled at the very top 
of the high street, this book emporium was 
one of the boroughs best kept secrets - until 
now. With three rooms of history, fiction, 
graphic novels, fantasy and children’s books 
there is a diverse and well selected range 
of titles. But it’s the back room that holds 
this shop above the rest. Hidden away from 
the bustle of the outside world, the room is 
furnished with a huge leather reading chair, 
rug and reading lamp for customers to curl 
up with a cup of tea and read. For this shop 
is a celebration of the experience of reading 
books- not just the process of buying them. 
And, if you do curl up with one of their titles, 
you could do far worse than selecting The 
Man Who Broke Into Auschwitz by Denis 
Avey. The memoir charts war hero Avey’s 
experiences, from desert warfare in Egypt 
and battling Italian tanks to fighting Malaria, 
to sandfly fever, dysentery and scabies. It’s 


Denis’s time in the Nazi concentration camps 
that will grab most people’s imaginations. 
Captured and imprisoned in the E715 camp, 
Avey was forced to work for the German 
troops and after several nail-biting attempts 
to escape, he set about infiltrating the nearby 
Auschwitz. 

The book is clearly cathartic for its author 
who, until recently, had never revealed his 
gruesome experiences. A priceless insight 
into life in World War Two, the book is pacey 
and incredibly compelling as the author goes 
on a quest for answers in a bid to fill in the 
blanks in his wartime history. The resulting 
findings are not only heart-warming but 
show that Denis Avey had more of an impact 
on one Auschwitz detainee than he ever 
realised. Deeply moving. 

Upon returning from the war Avey was met 
with indifference. “People wanted to hear 
of brave escape attempts... not stories of

Woolwich man's Addicks career was very short but pretty sweet

THE evocative name of Woolwich- 
born Kevin Barry features briefly in 
Charlton Athletic’s record books. 

Despite being on the books since 1947, 
the slim (5ft 8in,10st) forward made only 
four first team appearances, all during 
the 1952-53 season, before surprisingly 
plummeting from the fringes of a side 
that finished fifth in Division One to 
the relative anonymity of Kent League 
football with Sittingbourne United. 

The fall was at least cushioned by the 
handsome offer of £10 per week. 

Kevin made an ill-fated debut on January 
10, 1953, in a 3-1 3rd Round FA Cup defeat 
by Hull City at Boothferry Park but kept 
his place to make one of the goals as the 
Addicks beat Sheffield Wednesday 3-0 a 
week later. 

The highlight of the local hero’s Charlton 
career was the telling contribution he 
made in a 2-2- draw with Arsenal in front 
of 66,555 fans at The Valley, but he was to 
play just one more game in the famous 
red shirt. 

A 1-0 loss to Stoke City at the Victoria 
Ground on April 11, 1953, was a desperately 
disappointing swan song. 

Born on September 13, 1930, and named 
after the recently executed Irish rebel 



by his history-conscious parents, Barry 
has never strayed far from his Woolwich 
roots. 

For over 50 years, most of them spent 
married to Agnes, the district nurse he 
met at the cheerfully ethnic Harp Club 
in New Cross, he has lived on Eastview 
Avenue in cheek-by-jowl Plumstead. 

When World War 11 broke out, the Barry 
family - Dad, Mum, brother Brian and 
young Kev - found themselves squarely 
in the firing line. The Royal Arsenal, 
Woolwich, docks and the nearby Royal 


Artillery barracks made the juiciest of 
targets for Hermann Goering’s Luftwaffe, 
with a fleeting evacuation to Maidstone 
providing dubious relief. 

“That’s where the Royal West Kents 
were headquartered,” explains Kevin, 
“and I was just as scared there. Couldn’t 
wait to get back home to Mum.” It was 
an anxiety-packed war but the Barrys 
emerged intact. 

A useful club-level fast bowler, all- 
round sportsman Kevin also lined up in 
a Charlton FC cricket XI studded with 
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51-53 Passey Place. SE9 5DA

He also had 
a stab at boxing with Woolwich Catholic 
ABC but prudently retired while on top, 
with an impressive three wins from four 
contests. 

Since his beloved Agnes died in 2002, the 
lovelight in Kevin Anthony Barry’s eyes 
has been focused on his three children. 

The youngest of them, 44-year-old 
Joanne, was born with Downs syndrome 
and lives at home with her doting dad. 

“If you don’t mention her in your article, 
she’ll bash me up,” pointed out Kev, 
only half-seriously. Her father’s quite a 
character, as Joanne, her brother Michael 
and sister Patsy probably don’t need 
reminding. 

They’re a close clan, these Barrys, never 
far from laughter or music, much of which 
arrived with their forbears from County 
Cork. And that’s a richly-emotional 
heritage which keeps them going through 
the rough times. 
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
